Shortly  before  his  professional 
debut,  Laughton  recited  one  of 
Falstaff's  scenes  from  “The  Merry 
Wives  of  Windsor"  before  a  pane’l 
of  professionals  at  the  Royal  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Dramatic  Art  in  London 
and  won  the  Bancroft  Gold  Medal, 
the  academy's  highest  award.

Visions  Above  Traditions 

What  could  possibly  be  termed  the  greatest  day  in  the 
history  of  Wartburg  college  will  descend  on  an  eager,  bustling 
campus  just  about  sixty-five  hours  from  now.  The  big  event 
is  the  official  opening  of  what  is  to  become  a  year-long  observ¬ 
ance  for  the  ALC's  College  of  the  Midwest — its  100th  birth¬ 
day. 

For  months,  alumni,  students  and  friends  of  Wartburg 
have  been  hearing  words,  thousands  of  words,  about  the  big 
celebration  to  come  in  1952.  1952 — an  even  10  decades  after 
a  band  of  hardy  teachers — men  with  supreme  faith  in  the 
future — had  founded  an  insignificant  institution  of  learning 
at  Saginaw,  Mich. 

Now  we  are  engrossed  in  telling  ourselves,  and  the  world, 
about  all  the  past  laurels  attained  during  those  100  years,  all 
the  suffering  endured  for  the  sake  of  existence,  all  the  other 
experiences  connected  with  growth  in  both  size  and  reputa¬ 
tion.  But  just  how  much  of  this  gallant  chronicle  reflects 
effort  on  the  part  of  us,  the  students?  Frankly — not  too 
much. 

To  be  sure,  student-centered  activities  are  promising  to 
create  quite  a  splash  during  the  big  year — three  of  the  school’s 
musical  organizations  are  going  out  on  tour,  one  to  the  west 
coast — a  hard-working  cage  crew  is  driving  to  a  division 
championship,  the  school’s  first  basketball  title  in  history — 
dramatics,  radio,  publications — all  are  having  their  most  suc¬ 
cessful  years. 

But  is  that  enough?  Certainly  Wartburg  was  built  on 
achievements  like  those  mentioned,  but  only  in  part.  It  took 
qualities  such  as  the  ability  to  see  the  good  points  of  a  school 
when  its  deficiencies  seemed  so  numerous,  the  impulse  to 
perpetuate  rich,  old  traditions,  the  power  to  look  ahead  more 
often  than  back,  even  when  the  future  was  the  less  pleasant 
of  the  two. 

These  are  the  traits  which  we  of  the  present  frivolous 
student  generation  are  often  tempted  to  discard — to  abandon 
in  favor  of  our  modern,  over-critical  attitude  toward  all  of  life. 
These  are  the  qualities  we  must  retain  with  tenacious  faith 
during  the  back-patting  gaiety  of  this — our  big  year. 


'Cut'  Ruling  Not  So  Bad 

Except  for  a  few  die-hards,  everyone  is  apparently  ready  to  forget 
the  recent  controversy  over  the  new  class  attendance  regulations. 
And  it’s  just  as  well. 

Thursday’s  student  body  meeting  revealed  that  the  whole  stink 
was  actually  the  result  of  confusion  and  misunderstanding — and  that 
the  new  rules  are,  if  anything,  MORE  favorable  than  the  old.  Only 
a  few  students  left  the  meeting  still  dissatisfied. 

In  one  way.  the  controversy  was  a  good  thing.  It  reminded 
students — and  administration— that  the  only  satisfactory  way  of  solv¬ 
ing  such  problems  is  to  attack  them  calmly,  objectively  and  cooper¬ 
atively.  If  student  government  is  to  function  effectively,  students 
and  administration  must  be  in  harmony. 

In  giving  their  time  to  an  explanation  of  the  new  regulations, 
Dr.  A.  E.  Haefner,  dean  of  the  faculty,  and  E.  F.  Oppermann,  dean 
of  students,  revealed  that  the  administration  is  willing  to  cooperate 
in  solving  controversies.  And  student  reaction  at  the  meeting  indi¬ 
cated  similar  intentions. 

As  long  as  we  can  maintain  this  practice,  campus  problems  will 
lead  to  closer  harmony,  rather  than  pointless  conflict.

Remember  that,  should  a  Democratic  president 
begm  to  clean  house,  it  is  on  the  toes  of  fellow  Democrats  that  he 
will  be  treading. 

Senator  Robert  Taft  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Republicans  may 
turn  if  Eisenhower  proves  to  be  too  unmanageable.  Like  Thomas  E 
Dewey,  he  s  an  intelligent  man  with  lots  of  ability,  but  not  the  type 
ot  fellow  who  makes  a  popular  public  figure.  Taft  agaihst  Truman 
or  Kefauver  would  mean  a  close  race. 

Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  is  the  most  likely  choice  of  the  Republicans, 
even  though  he  hasn  t  told  them  what  he  stands  for.  He’s  a  popular 
vniU/e,,,amnniD^f,,^epUfbl.iuarS  want.* *°  win.

People  often  ask  me  upon  hear¬ 
ing  that  I’m  from  Noo  Yawk, 
“Why  did  you  come  all  the  way 
out  here  to  a  place  like  Wart- 
burg?”  I  could  say  jokingly,  “I 
got  on  the  wrong  subway  in 
Brooklyn"  (which  isn’t  hard  to  do 
at  all).  The  real  reason  is  —  there 
is  nc  place  like  Wartburg,  in  New 
York  or  any  place  else.  My  first 
visit  to  Wartburg  was  in  February, 
1948.  I  was  immediately  im¬ 
pressed  with  its  spirit,  the  friend¬ 
liness  of  everyone,  and  the  con¬ 
scientious  concern  by  many  of 
the  professors  for  their  students. 

Here  everybody  is  somebody.  A 
person  is  offered  a  variety  of  op¬ 
portunities  for  extra-curricular 
activities  which  students  at  other 
schools  can  not  always  enjoy.  It’s 
a  school  which  is  progressing  and 
shaking  off  many  of  its  old-fash¬ 
ioned  ways;  progress  is  one  of 
those  healthful  auras  which  often 
affect  those  who  breathe  it.  Of 
course  we  gripe  about  Wartburg 
(Who  doesn't  gripe  about  some¬ 
thing?),  but  if  we’ll  channel  our 
griping  constructively  we  all  can 
help  Wartburg  progress. 

Wartburg  is  a  small  school. 
There  is  greater  chance  for  indi¬ 
vidual  instruction  from  your  pro¬ 
fessors.  Since  it  is  a  small  school, 
everybody  pretty  well  knows  ev¬ 
erybody  else  and  what  he  does, 
and,  subsequently,  often  takes 
more  than  a  passing  interest  in 
what  you  do.  That’s  good  or  bad, 
depending  on  how  you  care  to 
look  at  it  or  what  you’re  doing. 
But  students  will  often  come  for¬ 
ward  with  an  awfully  big  helping 
hand  without  being  asked,  just  at 
the  time  you  need  one.
